Cost of edu cation, effect of in­ 
creased p op u lation, mental hy giene, 
ju v enile delinq u ency , the Mex ican 
immigration p roblem, the foreign 
child, racial and citizenship p rob­ 
lems, are some of the su bjects to 
be discu ssed by noted sp eakers at 
tho annu al meeting of the Califor­ 
nia Conference of Social Work, to 
be held at Sacramento, May 25 to 
28, inclu siv e, according to adv ices 
receiv ed today by R. P. Mitchell, 
cou nty su p erintendent of schools.
